Q: What do you think of the 
proposals for an Adult En- 
tertainment Zone in the downtown 
area?

Q: Another issue is the deficit in 
the Key Line bus system. In a 
Telegraph-Herald article it states 
that several ideas were discussed to 
alleviate this. These were a bus fare 
increase, a passenger ‘‘head tax”’ on 
commercial flight passengers, 
parking meters in airport lots and 
shorter hours at the library. Which 
of these recommendations would 
you follor ow disregard? 

A: I’m not in favor of any of them. 
I don’t think any of them are per- 
tinent to the problem. I think a study 
should be made to see how many 
people are using the buses. We could 
do with less busses. We could cut 
down the cost of overhead in that 
way. I think we pay 25 or 30 thousand 
dollars for a bus. 

Find out how many people are 
using busses. I think that the 
majority of people using them are 
elderly. If there were some way that 
the system could be streamlined, a 
way that the people could call in, 
indicating what part of the city they

Q: If you are elected to the 
council, how do you propose to 
change thse problems? 

A: Well, look at this. We have an 
outfit who wants to come by and 
develop Property, they want the 
council to annex it, Again we have 
plastic pipe in the ground and again 
we have the city Manager coming 
along and Saying it was the staff; it 
Is a staff decision. I don’t agree, I 
don’t agree that anytime a city 
manager or any one of the Staff 
coming along and try to start 
something new and different without 
at least saying, “Look, we want to 
try this, we want to experiment, will 
you give us an okay it.”

Q: Besides the lack of power, what 
other problems do you see with the 
present city council? 

A: Right now we have got a rubber 
stamp machine running and they’re 
very open about it. Just look at the 
council proceedings since Mr. 
Pregler has been on it. You'll see 
that he’s putting forth most of the 
resolutions, most of the motions, 
most of the talking is being done by 
him. And when he backs something 
up, Wertzberger and Tully back it 
up. Occasionally Mike Stackis will 
back him up, and occasionally 
Brady will back him up. I’m not 
Saying he’s all wrong. I just question 
the motivation behind it. I question 
the fact that here we have previous 
councils coming along and not 
leaving their hands out of the 
election, 


Q: So the real reason you’re 
running, then, is to keep Pregler out 
of the council? 

A: I’m not running against one 
council incumbent, I’m running 
against four council incumbents. I 
don’t think Moldenhauer is in on it. I 
don’t know about the others, But I do 
feel that they’re scared of me. 


Q: What about juvenile crime? 

A: We do have a juvenile crime 
problem. But it is a difficult thing for 
a councilman to come along and say 
how to solve it. Nobody else has been 
able to solve it and actually we have 
very little power to use to solve it. 
The only thing you can do is attempt 
the impossible. To have recreation 
facilities come along and take the 
idel time and put it into a con- 
Structive, directive source of 
relieving the energy. We do have a 
lot of organizations. I believe the 
council can come along and, not as a 
council itself but as_ individual 
members of an elected body that the 
people will look up to and try and 
give them all the support that you 
can possibly give them, legally and 
morally. I believe you just do the 
best you can. 


Q: On the Keyline bus system? 

A: Keyline is running at a deficit 
and always will be running at a 
deficit. But for people who don’t 
have automobiles and don’t drive its 
possible to have the Keyline. It 
would be a crime to abolish it. We 
should go by the commission that 
we’ve got on it, listen to them very 
closely on what they’ve got to say, 
and listen to the public on it. After 
all, they’re the ones paying the bill. 
If the public says don’t expand it, 
don’t expand it. We should have a 
little better service on it that we’ve 
got rather than curtailing it. Cur- 
tailing it and increasing prices is a 
Sure way to get rid of it. You can’t 
compete in our business-like at- 
mosphere if you do that. It’s just a 
one-way street and you loose. We 
should just try to better the service 
as it is now and possibly build up to 
where it was years ago, when people 
were riding it. If workers downtown 


could use the bus we wouldn’t need 
extra parking.

Q: Dr. Moldenhauer, you have 
shown interest and said a lot about 
the need of culture and fine arts for, 
the city, what do you propose that 
you and the council do about it? 

A: I propose that we move right 
along with an historical ordinance, 
in which we work with and ge 
courage property owners 
presane the historical heritage 
which has been given to us by our 
predecessors.

Q: You have served in the 
capacity as Dubuque city coun- 
cilman before, haven’t you? 

A: Yes, twice as mayor in 1966 and 
1969 and eight years on the council, 
from 1966 including 1973. 

Q: During these years what 
changes did Dubuque undergo? 

A: We instituted several 
projects, one being the construction 
of five and a half miles of floodwall 
to protect the city from the river, the 
comprehensive 12.5 square block 
urban renewal project to redevelop 
the downtown core of the central 
business district area; the in- 
novation, design and starting con- 
Struction of Iowa’s first and the 
only city on the Mississippi River to 
go to complete and total secondary 
Sewage treatment which will be 
completed in the near future. It’s 
been a controversial subject, a lot of 
people complain about it but when it 
is completed it will remove 97 per 
cent of the impurities out of the 
waste water before it is discharged 
back into the stream. We moder- 
nized our airport and brought it up to 
classification, extending our run- 
ways, inaugurating full turbine jet 
service by Ozark, putting in an in- 
strument landing system making it 
an all-weather, all-purpose general 
aviation airport. We updated and 
modernized both our police 
department and fire department by 
giving new facilities and new 
equipment. We built a new 
jail, many other street projects, 
zoning _ projects. 

Q: Through your pleas for second 
liquor store in 1972 has the problem 
of liquor importation improved any 
for the city of Dubuque? 

A: Liquor importation has 
diminished quite a bit. Not only did 
the state, after three years of 
begging the governor and the 
legislature the newly created Liquor 
Control Commission came to 
Dubuque, surveyed the situation, 
installed the second liquor store, 
relocated the original liquor store 
and changed the Philosophy of 
merchandising from an almost 
mafioso type of arrangement to a 
self-service type of supermarket, 
Liquor sales have increased 
tremendously in the city of 
Dubuque; which leads me to believe

that people are no longer patronizing 
the self service store in East 
Dubuque because they find it more 
convenient in their own home town. 
Q: In 1972 when the city council 
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philosophies that I personally could 
not subscribe to. The meetings every 
week were lasting for five hours at 
least. The homework was in- 
comprehensible and the progress 
was almost at a stand still. I was 
frustrated; I wanted out and I didn’t 
want to run again. 

The community is getting more 
actively involved. I felt that the 
council was working together and 
had a Philosophy that I could sub- 
Scribe to and held some of the Zoals 
we had laid out in 1966, I would like 
to help them reach the goals, 

Q: Do you feel your interim 
Position as councilman gives you an 
advantage in the race? 

A: No. It’s a definite disadvantage 
because the other five candidates 
now shoot at me. They’re all runnin 
against Walt Pregler instead of 
Tunning for themselves. You will 
notice that in their news releases.

Q: Is this your first time running 
for a public office? ;
